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NOVEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.51 

Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $4.51  for  November  1960  deliveries  of  Grade  A 
milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPor te-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform 
price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differential 
of  7.4  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent 
standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  de¬ 
duction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

A  decrease  in  producer  receipts  on  a  daily  basis  from  October  1960  of  4.7  percent,  along 
with  a  slight  increase  in  Class  I  sales,  gives  a  much  higher  Class  I  utilization  of  producer 
receipts  than  in  October  1960.  Compared  with  a  year  ago,  the  increase  in  producer  receipts 
is  13  percent.  In  the  last  three  years,  the  daily  production  increases  in  October  over 
September  and  then  decreases  again  in  November.  After  November  the  increase  is  steady 
around  to  the  peak  month  of  May.  In  years  before  the  base-excess  plan  was  in  effect  the 
decline  in  production  was  a  steady  decline  from  June  through  November,  and  then  a  steady 
increase  from  December  on  through  May. 

CLASS  I  SALES 

On  a  daily  basis  Class  I  sales  are  slightly  higher  than  in  October  with  the  same  number 
of  pool  handlers.  Compared  to  a  year  ago,  Class  I  sales  are  up  16  percent,  while  receipts 
are  only  up  13  percent,  giving  a  3  percent  higher  Class  I  utilization  of  producer  receipts. 

NUMBER  OF  PRODUCERS 

Statistics  show  that  there  are  100  less  producers  on  the  market  than  a  year  ago,  and  yet 
they  produced  2.7  million  pounds  more  milk.  There  was  a  decrease  of  41  producers  from 
October,  which  is  caused  by  the  conversion  from  can  to  bulk  tank  shippers  and  dropping  of 
those  that  do  not  convert. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  December  1960  delivery  period  will  be  $4.54  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.10  per  hundredweight  to  the 
average  condensery  pay  price  in  November  ($3.40),  plus  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  4 
cents.  The  supply-demand  adjustment  for  the  January  1961  delivery  period  will  be  a  minus 
6  cents.
